A  meeting  was  called  for  Thursday  even¬ 
ing  of  List  week,  inviting  tax-jiayerH  in  favor 
of  “  I*r<  jgrewH  "  to  meet  in  Friendship  Hall, 
for  tin*  purpoae  of  nominating  a  ticket  No- 
lxxlj’s  name,  however,  was  signed  to  the 
’  jioHtcts. 

A  large  nnmber  of  the  politically-inclined 
assembled  according  to  the  calL  ^ilf-past 
eight  o’ch>ck  arrived  and  the  meeting  was 
not  called  to  order.  The  originator  of  the 
meeting,  if  present,  did  not  choose  to  dis¬ 
cover  himself  as  such,  and  the  meeting  <lia- 
sfjved  gradually  by  mntnid  consent.  A 
largr*  number  luul  come  from  the  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  some  of  them  wer<?  not  especially 
choice  in  their  expressions  of  displeasure, 
and  Is-took  themselves  home  in  no  very 
amiable  state  of  mind. 

THE  REPUBLICAN  PRIMARY  MEETING 

took  place  on  Friday  evening  in  the  Lecture 
Room  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was 
proliably  the  largest  meeting  of  the  kind 
ever  held  in  Bloomfield  All  parties  and 
cliques  were  present,  and  lively  times  were 
anticipated  Mr.  Sanxay  acted  as  Chair¬ 
man,  ami  at  an  early  hour  the  work  of  nom¬ 
inating  candidates  l>egan. 

Mr.  John  Hall  was  selected  for  Judge  of 
Election,  and  was  chosen  without  opyKisi- 
tion. 

Some  discussion  took  place  on  the  Asscs- 
sorship,  us  to  whether  one  or  more  shoidd 
lie  nominated.  It  was  decided  to  have  bui 
one  ami  Mr.  Jescpli  K.  Oakes  was  placed  on 
tlie  ticket  by  a  unanimous  vote.  , 

Mr.  Ira  Campbell  received  the  majority 
of  votes  for  Collector-el03,  the  next  being 
Jo tL  A.  Duvis,  Jr.,  71.  \ 

There  was  some  interest  in  the  Town 
(Jerks! iip.  Mr.  Reford,  in  a  neat  speech 
tendered  liis  thanks  for  the  hearty  support 
accorded  to  him  in  the  fall  election,  where¬ 
by  he  was  made  County  Clerk,  and  stated 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  serve 
longer  as  Township  Clerk.  Upon  voting, 
John  F.  Folsom  was  selected  by  a  vote  of  84, 
against  Mr.  Barrett’s  59. 

Thomas  W.  Langstrotli  and  William  Cad¬ 
mus  were  placed  on  the  ticket  for  Chosen 
Freeholders  by  a  very  large  vote. 

Nathaniel  H.  Dodd,  and  Joseph  K.  Oakes 
were  the  nominees  selected  for  Surveyors. 

The  voting  for  Commissioners  of  Appeal 
was  lively  and  resulted  as  follows  :  R.  N\ 
Dodd,  115  ;  J.  C.  Beach,  111  ;  Coll  J.  Tur¬ 
ner,  66  ;  W.  S.  Baldwin,  Go  ;  H.  Cadmus, 
44,  and  .several  others  a  less  number. 

Introductory  to  the  nominations  for  Poor 
Overseer,  a  characteristic  letter  was  read, 
calculated  to  prejudice  the  nomination  of 
u»..nv>tj  'v‘iu,  i>nu  juuWifO  inuen  laugii- 
ter,  but  did  not  prevent  Mr.  Hall’s  nomin*> 
tion. 

The  most  important  nominations  then 
came  np,  those  to  be  made  for  Town  Com¬ 
mittee.  A  gentleman  from  the  southern 
jiort  or  the  town  slop  made  an  appeal  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  young  men,  asking  that  one  of 
their  nnmlier.be  represented  in  the  Tow* 
Committee,  and  concluded  by  naming  Mr, 
M  illard  Richards  as  their  choice.  The  nom¬ 
ination  was  received  with  applause,  and  fol¬ 
lowed  by  other  favorable  remarks  as  to  the 
young  gentleman’s  ability.  The  only  oppo- 
sition  to  this  nomination  appeared  to  be  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  some  residents-  in  the 
lower  district  west  of  Bloomfield  avenue  in 
favor  of  one  of  their  number.  *

Annual  Town  Election.  /- 

The  annuel  election  of  township  officers  in 
Bloomfield  was  held  on  Monday,  and  result¬ 
ed  in  the  election  of  the  township  ticket 
nominated  on  Friday  evening  of  last  week.

In  the  Presbyterian  Church  last  Sunday 
evening  a  most  forcible  and  unusual  illustra¬ 
tion  was  presented  of  the  wonderful  changes 
that  have  occurred  within  the  last  half  cen¬ 
tury.  In  the  person  of  Mr.  Chun  Lai  Sun 
we  had  before  us  an  imperial  officer  of  one 
of  the  oldest  nations  of  the  world,  commis¬ 
sioned  to  one  of  the  youngest — the  govern¬ 
ment  of  China  which  had  for  thousands  of 
years  refused  intercourse  with  other  govern¬ 
ments  now  withdrawing  its  exclusive  pre¬ 
tensions  and  confiding  the  education  of  its 
youth  to  the  people  of  our  own  government, 
but  in  its  infancy  as  compared  with  the 
other.  And  more,  in  the  person  of  this 
distinguished  visitor  we  had  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Empire  of  Heathendom  (though 
thank  God  not  a  heathen  himself)  arraign¬ 
ing  the  foremost  of  Christian  nations  for 
the  high  crime  of  the  moral  and  physical 
slaughter  of  his  poor  countrymen  for  greed 
of  gain  ! 

As  Mi;.  Lai  Sun  presented  the  enormities 
of  the  opium  traffic  in  China  few  could  re¬ 
main  unmoved.  Though  estopped  by  our 
former  relations  to  slavery  from  all  right  to 
criticise  our  English  brethren  for  their 
crimes,  yet  an  American  cannot  but  feel  re¬ 
lief  that  we  have  not  to  share  in  their  con¬ 
demnation  as  presented  by  Mr.  Lai  Sun. 

The  visit  of  this  gentleman  has  afforded 
great  pleasure  to  his  many  friends  in  our 
village,  made  such  by  Ills  previous  advent 
and  residence  among  us  some  thirty  years 
ago.  He  came  here  then  a  dependent  youth 
and  nominally  a  heathen.  He  left  us  a  cred¬ 
ible  professor  of  tho  religion  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  And  now  after  an  absence  of  tweuty- 
six  years  he  comes  to  us  again  as  a  member 
front  merit  of  an  advanced  class  of  one  of 
the  higher  orders,  a  mandarin,  of  the  great 
kingdom  of  China.  He  comes  entrusted 
with  one  of  the  most  important  mutters  that 
could  be  confided  to  him  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  he  represents.

Lai  Sun’s  visit  to  us  is  the  fact  of  liis  beiug 
accompanied  by  his  wife  and  two  of  his 
children,  who  though  natives  of  China  are 
liiglily  refined  and  accomplished.  Mrs.  Lai 
Sun  is  a  most  excellent  Christian  lady,  a 
worthy  companion  of  her  Christianized  and 
most  intelligent  husband.  She  and  their 
children  have  left  a  very  agreeable  impres¬ 
sion  on  those  having  an  opportunity  during 
their  brief  stay  to  form  their  acquaintance. 

We  have  the  promise  from  Mr.  Lai  Sun 
of  another  visit  at  no  distant  dify  when  more 
genial  weather  will  afford  a  better  opportu¬ 
nity  for  meeting  his  numerous  friends  and 
making  his  family  acquainted  with  the  ob¬ 
jects  and  persons  that  interested  him  in  liis 
youth.  |W.

Mr.  Lai  Suit,  Chinese  Commissioner  of 
Education  delivered  his  lecture  on  the  “Re¬ 
lation  of  Christianity  and  Opium  to  China.” 
on  Sunday  evening  in  the  First  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church.  He  was  welcomed  by  a  large 
audience  who  listened  to  his  address  with 
much  interest  and  attention.  He  alluded 
touchingly,  by  way  of  introduction,  to  his 
sojourn  nearly  thirty  years  ago  in  Bloom¬ 
field,  where  he  received  his  early  education, 
and  united  with  the  church  in  which,  after 
so  long  a  time,  he  was  again  permitted  to 
speak.  | 

His  remarks  embraced,  in  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  manner,  the  early  history  of  China 
to  the  time  of  its  being  thrown  open  to  the 
trade  of  other  nations,  when  the  traffic  in 
opium  began.  The  manner  of  using*  the 
drug  and  its  disastrous  effects  were  very 
vividly  portrayed.  Mr.  Lai  Sun  showed 
thdt  his  countrymen  were  disposed  to  class 
both  the  missionaries  and  merchants  as 
“Christians,”  and  were  very  apt  to  consider 
them  synonymous.  The  missionaries  would 
go  about  the  country  and  persuade  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  renounoe  idolatry,  and  the  opium 
merchants  would  follow  with  their  vile  drug 
dispensing  moral  and  physical  ruin  on  every 
side.  . 

It  was  shown  that  the  Englisn  Govern¬ 
ment  are  responsible  for  this  curse,  they 
haring  secured  the  legalization  of  the  opium 
traffic  by  treaty  with  the  Chinese  authorities, 
against  the  wishes  of  the  latter.  Mr.  Lai 
Sun,  was  scathing  in  his  denunciation  of  the 
flimsy  excuses  put  forth  by  English  mer¬ 
chants  that  if  they  did  not  sell 
others  would.  The  lecture  occupiifruwnit 
on  hour,  and  was  emiuently^jnstructive  and 
pleasing  to  all  who  heard  it.

There  is  a  bill,  originated  and  peflfetently 
urged  by  large  Bellevillo  lead  ownem,  to 
annex  that  village,  and  as  far  north  kf  ii  a* 
to  include  the  water  works,  to  Newark.  It 
provides  that  Woodside  shall  be  detached 
form  the  Eighth  ward  and  with  Belleville 
from  a  Sixteenth  ward  of  Newark,  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  Belleville  to  become  a  township 
to  be  called  Franklin  or  Yantico. 

The  promoters  of  this  scheme  represent  a 
third  of  the  taxable  property  sough  to  be 
annexe^.  They  say  that  all  hope  of  street 
improvements  under  the  present  regime  is 
vain,  that  the  village  site  is  naturally 
picturesque  and  attractive  but  needs  public 
works  to  draw  in  a  good  class  of  settlers,- but 
that  the  people  are  indifferent  not  only  to 
beauty  but  to  necessity  and  comfort;  that  the 
town  is  laid  out  without  system,  with  streets 
narrow,  unpaved  and  without  proper  side¬ 
walks,  in  short  that  it  is  far  behind  the  age 
and  is  likely  to  remain  so  indefinitely,  unless 
a  radical  change  is  made. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  claimed  that  there 
is  a  majority  of  votes  and  property  owners 
against  annexation,  although  all  admit  that 
their  ultimate  destiny  is  absorption  by 
Newark.  But  they  say  Iffiat  the  property 
owners  are  generally  small  who  at  present 
deprecate  being  compelled  to  go  into  exten¬ 
sive  and  expensive  works  of  grading,  flag¬ 
ging,  kc.  They  also  say  that  if  annexed  the 
saloons  would  all  open  on  Sunday  to  the  great 
detriment  of  public  morals. 

I  believe  the  above  is  a  fair  but  brief  state¬ 
ment  of  the  two  sides  and  as  far  as  I  know 
Newark  takes  no  part  wliatever  in  the  contest 
She  would  not,  however,  refuse  the  territory 
and  would  do  what  is  proper  by  it,  but  she 
does  not  court  the  addition  of  an  unwilling 
people. —  Cor.  D<iily  Adv.
